Profits for the last quarter, how- 
ever, were $5,566,281 after all) 
charges, against $6,010,824 in the 
corresponding period a year ago, a 
decline of 7 per cent. Per “share 
earnings declined from $2.20 a year | 
ago to $2.03 this year. } 

The comparatively large profits 
in view of a marked decline in 
sales have been realized notwith- 
standing that the company’s unit 
output has been influenced by a 
larger proportion -ef low priced 
six-cylinder models than formerly. 
The company’s margin of profit 
per unit sold makes a satisfactory 
comparison with last year. 

If shipments of 55,900 units in 
the first six months of the current 
year are applied against reported 
profits of $9,491,735 for the corre- 
sponding period, the margin of 
profit per car closely approximates 
$170. A vear ago on shipments of 
76,500 units in the first six months, 
the company’s profit of $10,148,332 
for the period was equal to be- 
tween $130 and $135 a unit. 

After some slowing down in June, 
Nash Motors now is operating at 
capacity on its new models, which 
were brought out early this month 
with lower prices on several units in | 
the line. Officials estimate that | 
July shipments will closely approx- 
imate 15,000 units, which would be 
considerably above the average 
monthly shipments for either of the 
two preceding quarters.

Special from A. D. N. Washington Baerese 
ASHINGTON, July 14.—Ninety 
per cent. of the antomotive 
sales in the Fredericton district of 
Canada are made through trading 
in used cars, most of the dealers 
finding a ready sale for fully half 
of the cars taken in and an even- 
tual sale of all. 


Advices from an American consul 
to the automotive division of the 
Department of Commerce state thaé. 
one of the largest dealers has found 
the fixed-price system of reselling 
used cars unsatisfactory, while 
several other firms believe other- 
wise and consistently use this sys- 
tem. 

Three of the most important deal- 
ers state that they cannot, as a rule, 
resell a used car for the price al- 
lowed on a new one. However, 
others state they allow on a trade-in 
only an amount for which it can be 
resold. 

In the opinion of the majority of 
the dealers, the report points out, 
sale of used cars is tending to affect 
the sale of new models. As about 
every fourth family in Fredericton 
owns a car of some sort, it means 
that the sale of new cars is usually 
made by trading im a used car.

EW JERSEY is experimenting with a new interstate 
traffic tax, which would seem to have some sinister 
aspects. The state recently authorized a levy of three-quar- 
ters of a cent per half-mile of travel over its roads by trucks 
and buses engaged in interstate transportation. 

The Motor Vehicle Department has detached inspectors 
to ride on interstate buses and to follow trucks. engaged in 
interstate service, to see that the companies operating them 
make accurate monthly returns. If owners are found mak- 
ing incorrect returns the penalty is revocation of license to 
operate. 

One company has secured a Federal injunction exempt- 
ing its vehicles from this regulation, but this applies only to 
the single operator. Presumably this case will be fought out 
in court, to determine the constitutionality of the law. This 
phase of the matter is for later determination. 

However, excluding the constitutionality of such laws| 
from consideration, all such obstacles to the free and un- 
trammeled circulation of traffic are to be regretted. It is too 
bad that the various states cannot work out some equitable 
reciprocity that will remove all bonds from interstate traffic. 
If this system of fettering trucks and buses operating be- 
tween states beconies general it is easy to foresee an extreme- 
ly uphappy state of affairs and one that will hamper the 
much-needed development of nation-wide automotive commu- 
nication. This New Jersey law harks back to the time when 
the states generally refused to recognize the right of indi- 
vidual motorists to use their roads without paying fees. Time | 
proved the unwisdom of that method of handling interstate 
motor car traffic, and the hampering of truck and bus traffic | 
will prove similarly unwise in the present case. 


Canada Builds Roads 


UR northern neighbor, the Dominion of Canada, is set- 
ting a notable example of progressiveness from which 
the whole world may profit. Next to ourselves Canada has 
accepted the idea of motor transportation with greater en- 
thusiasm than the rest of the world. And, like ourselves, the 
citizens of the Dominion have had to solve a tremendous 
problem of highway construction before real motorization of 
their country could be accomplished. 

As a matter of fact, the Canadian highway problem has 
been a far more difficult one than we faced in this country. 
The population of Canada is now about 9,000,000 and the 
area of the Dominion is greater than that of the United 
States. To gridiron this vast territory. with a system of 
roads able to care for motor traffic was a stupendous task, 
even without consideration of the financial aspects of the 
problem. When we consider that the money to build this far- 
flung network of highways must be drawn from a popula-}| 
tion about a twelfth of that which the United ‘States pos-! 
sesses, some idea of the expenditures and sacrifices that 
Canadians have made for good roads may be gleaned. 

Ten years ago Canada started almost from scratch. 
There were only a few hundred miles of improved highway 
in the whole Dominion. Today the total mileage of improved 
roads in Canada is 426,269. Included in this total are 47,177 
miles of gravel road and some 7,500 miles of macadam and 
concrete. 
road system 5,788 miles of improved highway. 
the addition will be even more impressive. 

That a nation of 9,000,000 peeple can accomplish so 
much in so short a time is astonishing, especially when we 
consider the climatic handicaps under which highway con- 
struction proceeds in this northern area. All the world may 
well take a lesson from Canada’s perseverance and triumph 
over obstacles.
